ment were so sure of its defeat that

This leaves the reciprocity meas- 


ure open to the general fight that is 
to follow for amendment of Import- 
ant provisions of the Payne 
tariff 


law. 
Senator La Follette announced 


in a speech opposing the Root amend- 
,ment that he would .give to the sen- 
'ate a chance to pass on general tar- 
iff amendments for free paper, free 
lumber and lumber products and for 
reductions in many other schedules 


Senator Clapp also announced his 


intention of offering a free 
paper 


amendment later and other senators 
gave evidence 
of their purpose 
to

was interspersed with attacks on the

Senator La Follette declared there 


is no justification for any duty

He analyzed the figures 
of the tariff board to show that the 
best mills in the United States actu- 
ally produce paper cheaper than the 
best mills of Canada. 


Senator La Follette criticised 
tha 


newspapers for having urged the re- 
ciprocity measure as a means of get- 
tins 
relief 
from 
the 
oppressive 


charges of the print paper manufac- 
turers. He said they had joined with 
the "packers, the railroads, the flour 
millers" and others, who would se- 
cure advantages through the passage 
of the reciprocity bill. 


"I am sorry they should have join- 


ed to sacrifice the agricultural inter- 
ests in this bill." 


Senator La Follette declared that, 


in (lie testimony taken by the flnanc" 
committee it would be "shown that 
the newspapers hud suppressed 
th-» 


news of the reciprocity proceedings, 
but cm this point Senator Stone, who 
is also a member of the finance corn- 
mil tee, declared the Wisconsin sena- 
tor was in error. 


Senator Clapp of Missouri opposed 


the reciprocity bill as a "deception, 
a delusion and a snare," and said the 
Hoot amendment would but make It 
worse. 
Senator Simmons, Democrat, 


said the bill was not a Democratic 
measure. 


Senator Townsend of Michigan said 


the paper and pulp clause of the ro- 
•iprocitv hill would undoubtedly ho 
>pen to different interpretations 
if 


he Root amendment were not adopt- 
'd. and that the courts would finally 
lave to pass on the matter.

It is further understood,

This proposition was not at all sat- 


isfactory to the fans 
and 
the di- 


rectors asked tor another grant of 
time for an executive session. 
They 


soon prepared and submitted the fi"st 
offer that looked anything like a rea- 
sonable one to the committte. This 
offer has already been given in

The proposition was put

writing by the hotel

by President Carson and C. U. Shry- 
ock as temporary secretary. 


When this proposition was
